things in legislation and administration, but 
disagree on certain human agencies of effectua- 
tion. 


Mr. Ekern had been absent from the state 


for something like eight years, during which 
period he enjoyed a lucrative practice in Chi- 
cago. 
He had, we understand, maintained a 


residence in this state. Prior to his departure 
lie had been speaker in the assembly, and in- 
huraiicf commissioner, and in both offices had 
acquitted himself with credit. In our judg- 
ment, by and. large, Mr. Ekern is the biggest 
tlgure on his ticket. We do not know whether 
ve would disagree with him upon this or that 
rjiieMk-n. but we feel that to any public per- 
formance that came to his hand he would bring 
intelligence, integrity and public, spirit. These 
fact? are not altered by the circumstances that, 
in drafting him at this time from a foreign 
f-tate. Senator La Follette appears to have been 
actuated by a conclusion which no doubt he 
shared with a large portion of the population 
that Governor Elaine had failed to respond to 
his opportunities in a broadly philosophical 
manner. History will show, if the La Follette 
dictatorship over Wisconsin affairs continues, 
that Mr. Ekern has been brought here to suc- 
ceed Governor Elaine two years hence, and 
following the ensuing two years, to 
oppose 


Irvine L. Lenroot for the United States sen- 
ate. 
Notwithstanding its extraordinary fea- 


tures, we compliment Senator La Follette upon 
his selection. 


But one may doubt whether it is wise pol- 


icy to use the office of attorney general as a 
stepping stone to higher political aspirations 
of any nature. We have said no word of com- 
mendation for Mr. Ekern that cannot be said 
with equal accuracy of Mr. Baker. 
He is a 


high grade lawyer. He is a gentleman. 
He 


is a public spirited citizen. 
His political eye 


looks at the individual rather than at profits. 
He has had wide experience in the office of the 
attorney general, and with every ounce of his 
energy, with all his professional skill, and with 
unusual keenness he has helped to prosecute 
the undertaking of his chief, William J. Mor- 
gan, to crush out of existence forever those 
violations of Wisconsin law which 
tend 
to 


monopoly and extortion. The reins are now in 
his .hands. He is in the midst of the 
most 


sweeping and intensive 
anti-trust 
program 


ever instituted in the state of Wisconsin. He 
of all men should be permitted to complete it. 
He need not yield a point to his opponent in 
jr.tegrity, progressivism, capability, or any of 
the qualities which make the well 
rounded 


American citizen. In our judgment, Mr. Baker, 
by experience, present activity, and qualifica- 
tions, and by a service ably begun and still to 
be consummated, is the logical man for attor- 
ney general.

William, whose father 
has just had a shock involving his left side, 
may be quite upset when he finds his arm numb 
from the same cause that failed 
to 
distress 


Henry." 


Worry is a psychopathic 
condition, 
an 


emotional disease. Sometimes it is caused by 
unconscious vanity—an exaggerated 
concep- 


tion of the importance of ourselves and our 
surroundings. 


Most worries are imaginary. Doctors late- 


ly notice an exceptionally large number of pa- 
tients with nothing really wrong with them, 
yet they are "terribly worried." All they need 
is the physician's reassurance that the 
best 


thing is to forget it; Now that the medical pro- 
fession is beginning to understand the endo- 
crine glands of the body, a peculiar cause of 
worry is discovered. This type of worry some- 
times takes the form of a constant apprehen- 
sion of impending disaster, a fear of nothing 
in particular, caused by over-secretion of cer- 
tain chemicals by the thyroid 
and 
adrenal 


glands. 
Usually, though, worry is a mental 


disorder, a sort of escape of steam or leak from 
the disordered nervous system. 


People who worry chronically would trade 


a few years of life to be able to shake off appre- 
hension and brooding anxiety. 
First of all, 


according to Dr. Gregg, the victim must learn 
to control himself. That is, bring 
the will 


power into play, resolve to accept and meet the 
problems of life sensibly and calmly. The best 
medicine is work and 
a 
hobby 
interesting 


enough to take the patient's mind off his worry 
and make him forget it. The worry may come 
back as soon as the work and play are halted. 
But generally the brain can be trained to for- 
get, just the same as it can be trained to re- 
member. 


The moment you find yourself worrying, 


strive to dismiss the subject from your mind. 


j Wipe it away, like chalk writing from a black- 


board, and concentrate the mind on something 
else. Above all, remember that worry is nine- 
tenths in the imagination.
